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FRED HAYDEN’S WILL. 


An Aristocratic Bostonian Who 
Died in Switzerland.

His Benefactor and Heiress in the 
Tewskbury Almshouse—A True Story 
Filled With Romantic Incidents. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, February 26.—Among the Americans 
who were abroad in 1876 was Frederick L. Hay- 
den,son of the late Hon. Joel Hayden, and 
nephew of Ex-Gov . Talbot of this State. He was 
connecied by marriage also with several of the 
aristocratic families of Boston, and being {fairly 
educated was looked upon at one time as one of 
the rising men of the commonwealth, In the 
year mentioned he was a widower, and being in 
poor health decided to visit Qwitzerlaud, He 
traveled alone andthe money he needed was 
furnished to him at Geneva, through a banking 
house in this city, his father having died and 
left him a large portion of his estate, 
which was valued at about $500,000, 


It consisted largely of real estate in Boston aud 
Haydenville, a small place in the State which 
took the family name, In Geneva Hayden met 
Mme. Amelia Victorie Martin Haussaye, and died 
in her home in that city. She is now an inmate 
of ‘Lewksbury Almshouse and several influential 
persons are engaged in an effort to have her dis- 
charged from that institution. A hearing for the 
purpose has beguu before the Committee on State 
Charities, and though the facts iu the case have 
until now been kept out of print. The mat- 
ter is awakening a 
GREAT DEAL OP INTEREST. 
The woman tells a remarkable story. She was 
born, she gays, in a small town near Havre, 
France, and was educated in a convent. Her 
father, whose name was Martin, was well to do 
and gave her all she desired. She fell iu love with 
à young man in another town, but to please her 
— married a successful tradesman named 
laussaye. Onethe nignt of their wedding the 
young man she wanted to marry became a raving 
maniac, dying soon after, a result of his disap- 
polntment. Houssaye took to the wine 
and became 4 arunkard 
she was obliged to seek 
a separation from him in the French courts, A 
decree of separation was granted her, and by it 
the husband was obliged to settle a part of his 
property upon his wite. He continued to love 
lier, even alter this step was taken, and followed 
her from place to place through France, and uf 


last, to escape him, she went to Geneva, and 
there invested her money inthe wine business. 


It was while she was engaged in that business 
that she met Hayden, who began at once to pay 
her atientions. She informed him of the 
MARRIAGE AND SEPARATION, 
but, notwitustauding, he proposed matrimony, 
Saying that as an absolute divorce could not be 
obtained in Switzerland it could be in the United 
States. As she had become very much attached 
tohimit was finally agreed that they shonid 
Start for America’ in the fall of 1876. But before 
the fall arrived Hayden feli ill with cancer of the 
heart. Mme. Haussaye took care of him in her 
own Louse, By September it was evident that he 
would die soon. Ou the 9th of September, by his 
own request, a notary public was called in and in 
the presence of four witnesses Hayden made the 
followmhyg disposition of his property: “I insti- 
tute for my only and sole heiress in all the estate 
Winch I shall leave upon my death, named Amelie 
Victorie Martin, wife of Haussaye,in gratitude 
for the care she has hadfor meduring my sick- 
ness, and also because lam a widower without 
children and without relatives in whom I cand n- 
trust myself. Irevoke and annul all other tésta- 
ments anterior to this, intending that this shail 
be the opiy one executed.” Hayden died on Sep- 
tember 13, and was buried by Mme. Haussaye at 
her own expense. 
THE WILL WAS SUBMITTED 
to the bureau of notaries on the very day of his 
death. Copies of it were obtained by her, certi- 
fied to by the Chancellor of State and by Charles 
H. Upton, then United 
with the documents Mme. Haussaye-came to 
Boston. She presented her claim to the Hayden 
family, and was straightway denounced as an 
impostor engaged in a gigantic conspiracy to 
swindle the family out of the property which, by 
the way, had already been divided under the 
rovisions of the will Hayden had left before go- 
fon to Europe. The will, which bequeathed 
the property to relatives and certain 
penevolent institutions, was presented ſor probate 
at Northampton, this State. A copy ot the Geneva 
will was presented soon afterwards. The woman 
was arrested in December of the next year on the 
criminal charge of concealing personal property 
of Hayden’s, but the prosecution failed. Her 
money gave out, and she got employment ina 
French millinery store, but, she alleges, her per- 
secutors brought such an influence to bear upon 
the proprietor that she was dismissed. At length 
news reached her of the deathof Haussaye, who 
left all his property to an only child, now in 
France. She danced with joy on receiving it, but 
soon elterwards returned to her room, 
REAPPEARING SOON AFTER 
in a sad manuer and ciad in deep mourning. From 
that day she appeared to be insane on the subject 
of Hayden’s property, and Went about claiming 
possession of buildings in 2 Hayden- 
ville; also, contracting debts ich she had 
charged to the estate. Alter a time she was 
brought betore the Directors of Public Institu- 
tions, charged with insanity, and was sent to the 
Chardon Street Home, subsequently to the Taun- 
ton Insane Asylum aud finally to Tewksbury 
Aims House. The movement to have ber dis- 
charged is opposed by Frank Sanborn of the 
Board of Health, of Lunacy and Charities, who, it 
is alleged by some, is also acting in the interest 
of the Hayden family, which claims 
that the woman dis an  adventuress 
and of bad character. The Haydens say 
that Mme. Haussaye was Frederick’s mistress; 
that undue influence was exercised over him, and 
that he was in delirium tremens when the 
Geneva wili was made. During the whole time 
the woman was connned in the State institution 
the matter has been slumbering. There is quite 
a strong feeling in her favor, as it does not appear 
clear why, if she is insane, she should be kept in 
Tewksbury, and not in an insane asylum. Should 
she be set at liberty the old sore will doubtless be 
opened again, and the family placed in an un- 
pleasant position before the public. There is 
said to be some politics in the case, also, and

FIGHTING ISLANDERS. 


The Result of Rgturning Sugar Plantation 
Laborers to the Wrong Place. 

SAN FRANCISCO, February 26.—The reports 
come from Auckland that the Government 
schooner Julia, which ig regularly employed pro- 
curing laborers from the different groups of 
islands in the Pacific to work on sugar planta 
tions in the Sandwich Islands, recently landed at 
the Island of Nanoriti with about thirty returned 
lahorers. The returned laborers belonged to the 
Island of Tarwa and Apiangin the same group, 
the people of which have been at constant war- 
fare with the inhabitants of Nanouti. The re- 
turned laborers on landing seized a number of 


young girls and outraged them, which provoked 
a fight with the inhabitants, who were armed only 
with clubs and spears. Twenty Nanoutis were 
killed and many wounded, while others escaped 
to the Island of Apwama, a short® way off, re-en- 
forced their number, returned to Nanouti, and 
forced another engagement in which several were 
killed on each side, and three or four of the as- 
sallants were carried to Apwama.

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Colossal Plans of a Group of En- 
glish Capitalists. 


The Southwest to be Dotted With In- 
dustrial Factories—St. Louis an Ob- 
jective Point—The McPherson Bank 
Circulation Bill—Dr. Green Again Be- 
fore the Senate Post-Office Commit- 
tee—Washington Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, February 26.—The Philadelphia 
Press announces to-day that an immense syndi- 
cate is forming at Birmingham for the establish- 
ment of abuge manufacturing system in the 
Southwest, probably near St. Louis, It has for 
objective points the iron fields of Missouri and 
the cotton fields of the Mississippi Valley. The 
information, which comes from Birmingham, 
says: “The wealthiest and most influential 
syndicate the world has ever seen is now 
in course of formation here for operations in the 
Western States. The object which the financiers 
who are actingin concert have in view isto 
transport into the United States of Amarica the 
leading industries of this country. It must be 
well-known to your readers that for some time 
past representative English manufacturers have 
been prospecting in the States. Their presence 
has been reported at times inthe coal and iron 
regions seeking suitable localities for es- 
tablishing works. The districts which have es- 
pecially received their attention have 
been the metal refuse region west of St. Louis and 
the district on the shores of Lake Superior. Their 
attention particularly has been directed to the fa- 
eillties afforded by the Southwest for cotton man- 
ufactories, and Mappears to be the general im- 
pression thata great Lancashire can be success- 
fully founded in such close proximity to tue cot- 
ton fields of the South as will eliminate, to alarge 
extent, the question of freight, and deprive Man- 
chester of her time-honored supremacy. These 
capitalists consist of groups of man- 
ufacturers embracing all the leading 
trades, and the predominating idea is that by the 
sheer force of combination they will be able to 
control to a great extent the markets of the 
South and West. This may seem almost too vast 
of comprehension, but they propose te bring to 
its accomplishment resources that will exceed 
anything previously known in the history of com- 
mercial enterprise. For instance, the syn- 
dicate propose to transplant bodily 
whole colonies of working people, to found 
and build towns for their habitation, work their 
own mines, acquire a controlling power in such 
existing lines of railroads as necessary to their 
purpose, construct new lines, own their own 
shipping -in fact, to secure for themselves every 
profit from the first process of production to the 
sale of the product. The group of financiers 
which have allied themselves contingently to take 
initiatory steps in the enterprise are understood 
to represent some ofthe leading houses in the 
middle and north of England. 


TUE M’PHERSON BANKING BILL. 

Ata meeting ot the Committee on Banking and 
Currency, Mr. Buckner moved a substitute te his 
bill providing for the issuance of treasury notes 
to take the place of bank notes for all bills con- 
cerning bank circulation, ete., that had been con- 
sidered by the committee, The substitute was 
rejected 3 to 9.

How Chicago Got the Convention.

WASHINGTON, February 26.—What purports to 
be the “inside history’ of the recent campaign 
to secure the Nationa! Democratic Convention for 
Chicago was given to-day, by a gentleman whose 
word can not be questioned and whose position 
enabled him to obtain facts that were known only 
to a fayored few. It sheds considerable light 
on the duplicity practiced by certain politicians 
from the South, and furnishes an explanation for 
the confidence and praggadocio of the St. Louis 
men, Gen. Singleton came here @ month ago and 
set resolutely at work creating 4 sentiment in 
in favor of Chicago. He visited every 
Senator and Congressman who was considered 
able to influence one member of the committee. 
The six votes of the northwest, including Llinois, 


were supposed to be safe for Chicago. The New 
England and Middle States were regarded as 
friendly to Saratoga. Tue Soutn. therefore, with 
its seventeen votes, was the section from which 
Chicago expecied to draw sufficient strength, to- 
vether With tueunpledged vote of the Not th, to 
control the twenty votes necessary to a choice, 
Gea, Singleton's efforts, therefore, were directed 
particularly among the Southern Senators, many 
of whom were is intimate aud lifelong iriends.

ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A RAILWAY STATION. 

LONDON, February 26.—Shortly after 1 this 
morning a terrible explosion oecurred in the 
cloak-room of the Victoria Railway station, Lon- 
don. The explosion was undoubtedly that of 
dynamite. A large portion of the roof was blown 
off, and nearly all the glass-work in the station 
destroyed. Seven men were sent to the hospital 
with severe injuries. Extensive damage wasdone 
to surrounding property. Two reports accom- 
panied the explosion, the noise being like the 
discharge of a cannon, and was followed by an 
immediate rush of flames. The booking office, 
cloak-room and waiting-room were completely 
shattered and are a complete mass of debris. 
Luckily all trains had ceased running, and there 
were only a few persons about the station. 
Col. Majendie, who critically examined the ruins, 
thinks the explosion due not to gas, but to some 
powerful compound, A report is current that a 
parcel left in the cloak-room was iatended for use 

galust the House of Parliament to-night and that 
it exploded accidentally. The theory that the ex- 
plosion was caused by dynamite gains confirma- 
tion from the fact that the greatest damage was 
done laterally. Only two persons are injured and 
they slightly. The officials of the railway dis- 
credit the idea that the explosion was the result 
ot private malice, as the cost of the material 
would deter a discharged servant from thus retal- 
iating. It is generally attributed to the persons 
who caused the explosion in the station of the 
underground railway some months ago. A clerk 
states that a man deposited a heavy valise last 
evening and cautioned him to be careful with it. 
Some time after the clerk heard a noise like an

In one of your issues of a recent date a notice 
ofachange in the general management of the 
Wabash system. promoting Col. Talmage is no 
doubt well deserved. Speaking of the Wabash 
I can’t help but admire its liberality towards tne 
traveling pubiic. Though frequently denounced 
by the newspapers as a monopoly, I, for my part, 
who travel a great deal on all lines, and certainly 
competent to Know whereof I speak, know better. 
The act of our Legislature, allowing the brauch 
lines to charge four cents per mile has not been 
taken advautage of by the Wabash, the latter only 
charging three cents on all its lines, and where 
reund trip tickets are bought, as on brauches be- 
tween Centralia and Columbia, ouly a fraction 
over two and a hall cents per mile. On the other 
hand the Chicago and Alton, Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy and Missouri Pacific charge four cents 
per mile, as privileged by our worthy Legislature. 
The Chicago and Alton, which claims to have no 
peer in the accommodations ii affords the travel- 
ing public, runs a branch from Mexico, Mo., to 
Jefferson City.

WASHINCTON. 


The Meeting of Three Great Cav- 
alry Fighters, 


Pleasanton, Rosser and Averill—A Talk 
Over Battles Twenty Years Ago—The 
Varying Fortunes of the ex-Confeder- 
ate—From the Command of an Army 
to a Penniless Seeker After Something 
to Do—He Builds the Northern Pacific 
Railroad and Becomes a Rich Man. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—At Willard's 
Hotel the other evening three of the most dis- 
tinguished cavalry officers of the late war met 
andtooka social drink. They were Generals 
Alfred B. Pleasanton, Wm. H. Averilbhand Thos. 
L. Rosser. The latter is an ex-Confederate, 
and is worth probably half a million dollars. The 
other two were on the other side and are 
both poor. They are now here asking to be put 
on the retired list. None of them have seen ser- 
vice since the war. Averill and Pleasanton re- 
signed soon after peace was declared, and Ros- 
ser’s term of service expired when he was capt- 
ured near Richmond shortly after the surrender 
of Lee and Johnston. The meeting between the 
three was rather an interesting ons. It is not 
often that three such dashing cavalry command- 
ers of a war that closed nearly twenty years ago 
come together now in social intercourse, All 
held the rank of Major-General, and all 
fought many important engagements, and all 
were prave and skillful soldiers,and all, I believe, 
were seriously wounded. Rosser carries about 
wir a him nine scars—one sabre cut over the right 
eve, one bayonet gash on the forehead, a shot in 
the foot, one in the knee, one in the left arm, one 


in the left bip and others of less importance. 
Averill was shot through the thigh, which has 
made him a confirmed sufferer from rheumatism, 
and he got a . wound that every 
now and then comes headquarters 
for a painful attack ot neuralgia. 
All of them graduated at,West Point. Pleasanton 
is the oldest of the three. He graduated in 1844, 
and was stationed at Fort Atkinson in Iowa 
when that State was a territory. He was after- 
wards ordered down to Mexico, and was in the 
battles of Palo Alto and Kesaca de la Palina, be- 
ing a Lieutenant in Capt. May’s squadron of dra- 
goons. Me was near that gallant officer when 
be was killed, and when speaking of it the other 


evening, said Les, the old picture in Goodrich’s 


History of the United States representing that 
famous charge is pretty correct. May 
wore long hair just as the picture 
has it.“ After the Mexican war Pleasanton was 
SENT TO FIGHT THE INDIANS 
in various parts of the country, traveling over 
more country, probably, than any other officer in 
the service, Among his long rides in the saddle 
was one from Fort Atkinson, Iowa, to Devil's 
Lake, Dakota, in 1844, and back, a distance of 
3,000 miles; one from Fort Atkinson to Mexico, in 
1845; one from Santa Fe to San Francisco. by way 
ot Colorada and Utah, in 1847; another from Cal- 
ifornia back to New Mexico, in 1850, and another 
from Camp Floyd. in Utah, to St. Joseph, Mo., a 
distance of 1,100 miles. At the opening ot the war he 
was commander of the Secoud Dragoons, His 
career while attached to the Army of the Poto- 
mac is a matter of history. Itis said he “broke 
the backbone of the rebellion.” This saying 
arose from the fact that Stonewall Jackson was 
killed while in tront of his jines near Chancellors- 
ville. The Eleventh Army Corps had stampeded 
and run away, and Pleasanton came ou with his 
cavalry and artillery 
JUST IN TIME TO SAVE THE DAY. 
For his galiant service he was put in command of 
the Cavalry Corus oi the Army of the Poto- 
mac - Gen. Hocker. In the winter 
of 1864 a committee of the Houses of Congress on 
the conduct of the war called on the different 
Generals of the army for their views with refer- 
ence to the prosecution of the war In the next 
campaign, andthe members of the committee 
were so much impressed with the plans of Gen. 
Pleasanton that they recommended to President 
Lincoln that he be placed in command of the 
Army ofthe Potomac. But other influences ino- 
tervened, and this was never done. Ou the other 
hand, he was sent off sourl, 
where, with 7,000 cavalry, he fol- 
lowed our old Pat Price through the 
State and whipped him pretty badiy on the Kan- 
sas line. This was Pleasanton's last 8 
The war closed, and after a long period of very 
active service, much of which time was spent in 
the saddle, he sought the life of a quiet citizen. 
He now lives in New York, but has been here dur- 
ing several sessions of Congress endeavoring to 
secure some sort of recognition for his long and 
distinguished service. hen he left the army 
there was no law providing for the 
tting of ex-officers on the retired 

ist as there is now, andif anything is done for 
him it must Be done by act of Congress, which 
body seems zo be rather slow to appreciate the 
merits of the case. Pleasanton is now an old man 
butif it were not for his white hair he would 
easily pass for one not yet fifty. There is no mis- 
taking the education and training he has had. 
They are shown inevery look and motion. Though 
not large nor tall, he is so erect and precise that 
he would be taken anywhere fora soldier and a 
commander. His eye is quick aud 
sharp, his face adorned by a martial 
mustache, and he wears aware a hat 
and cloak of semi-military fashion. Though out 
of service nearly tweuty years. he still 

LOOKS LIKE A GENERAL IN CITIZEN’s CLOTHES, 
and will as long as he lives. He has never mar- 
ried and is a brother to the Philadelphia Pleasan- 
ton, Who some years ago promulgated the blue- 
glass theory. The General tells me he has lost 
some of his faith in it but believes it, will yet be 
adopted by the scientific world. He is 77 years 
old and bas always n a sort of K 
worm, though he held some sort of 
a command in the Pennsylvania militia at one 
time during the war. Averill looks almost as old 
as Pleasanton, having suffered a good deal from 
his wounds, He isa beavy, chunky-looking man 
with a soldierly mustache, and goes about very 
unpretentiously. His military record is very fa- 
miliar to everybody. I believe be graduated at 
West Point in 1860 and went right into active ser- 
vice, as the War opened the nextyear. He rose 
rapidly in the esteem of his superior officers and 
became one of the first cavalry commanders 
in the Army of the Potomac. After he resigned, 
at the close of the war, he was appointed Ameri- 
eap Consul at Montreal, Canada, a position that 
was worth about 64.0 a year, He was there 
only two years, and then went into some private 
business. He is a most competent engineer, and 
is a gentieman of most agreeable address. It is 
an interesting fact that he and Rosser were fight- 
ing each other a good deal of the time during the 
war. Averill graduated at West Point the year 
before Rosser did, and at the battle of Kelley's 
Ford, in Virginia, where these two commanders 
were thrown against each other, Rosser was shot 
in the foot, and his most intimate friend, John 
Pelham, who was in command of the artillery, 
and who had already earned thé name of “the 
gallant Pelham,” was Killed. Averill and Rosser 
are now very fond of each other, and it is a feast 
to hear them tell stories of the war from their re- 
spective points of view. Rosser has 

A REALLY ROMANTIC HISTORY.

THE BELT ROAD. 
Mr. Aglar Discusses the Necessity 
of Another Union Depot Line.

Its Merits Heard Before the Council 
Committee on Railroads—The Rea- 
sons Why the Bill Should Pass.

The Committee on Railroads of the City Council 
held an interesting session yesterday afternoon, 
when the bill authorizing Messrs. Jas. F. Agiar, 
Thos. H. Wickes and others to establish a belt 
road in the central part of the city was taken up 
for discussion. The line of the road proposed to 
be established is to begin at the corner of Fourth 
anc Spruce streets, run along Spruce to Eleventh, 
then to Poplar, and west on Poplar to Fourteenth, 
taking in the Union Depot: north on Fourteenth 
to Washington avenue, east on Washington ave- 
nue to Fourth, and then south on Fourth street to 
Spruce, the place of beginning. The only tracks 
that would have to be laid, then, would be those 
from Fourth to Fourteenth street, the rest of the 
route being provided for by the tracks 
of the Fourteenth street, Washington ave- 
nue and Chouteau avenue lines, over 
which, by ordinance, any other road 


Is permitted to operate its cars upon the payment 
of “just compensation.“ The merits of. the pro- 
osed road were discussed by Messrs, Aglar, 
Vickes and Barnum on one side, and Messrs. 
Breckenridge, Maxon and Scullion on the other. 
The objections of the latter gentlemen were in 
effect that Poplar street was too narrow to admit 
of the establishment of a double track, and that 
it was not right that another company should be 
allowed torun over the tracks of an old road, 
Mr. Agiar said that the lack of such a road had 
resulted In the loss of a great deal of business to 
St. Louis, and that it was absolutely necessary 
one should be built before the Exposition build- 
ing was opened. Mr. Freeman Barnum said the 
road was necessary to carry travelers tosthe 
hotels, and presented a long petition in its favor, 
signed by all the hotel proprievors and the heay- 
lest merchants down tuwn. The committee took 
the bill under consideration. Mr.James F. Aglar, 
one of the projectors of the road, gave some inter- 
esting poluts concerning the necessity of its 
immediate establishment to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning. Me said: I stated before 
the comimttee yesterday that the lack of this road 
had driven an immense amount of trade away 
from St. Louis. There is only one road to the 
Union Depot now, and that is via Twelfth and 
Pine streets. A stranger coming in has to walk 
several blocks to his hotel. Stand on the corner 
of Fourth and Pine streets any evening and you 
will see so many people there that befure the cars 
ean be arranged for their return trip they are 
crowded. Now, these people are not all working 
people. A great numberof themare strangers, 
many of them ladies, who come here frum sur- 
rounding towns to buy goods, The iuconven-

The secret ol the objections 
to the new road is that there are afew old rail- 
road companies here who think they own the City.

ISHE DECEIVED DENNIS. 
Katie McDonnell Got Herself Into 
Trouble by Flirting.

Her Young Lover's Affections Were so 
Fired That He Did Not Care To Have 
Her Live—A Bullet Wound That May 
Prove Fatal. 


Dy Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW orK, February 26.—Mr. Meyer Hech 
of No. East Fifty-seventh street, reported at 
7:30 o’clock yesterday morning at tne Nineteenth 
Precinct in East Fitty-first street that Katie Me- 
Donnell, a young nurse girl employed in bis fam- 
lly, had been shot in front of his residence on the 
previous evening and was lying wounded at his 
house. At first she would not make a statement, 
but finally told an officer that 
on the previous evening she was 


met in front of her employer’s house by Dennis 
Joseph Hennelly, with whom sue had been 
acquainted for three or four years and had fre- 
quently asked her to marry him, She had ref 

his offers because her uncle apd aunt and her 
brothers objected tothe young man. When be 
met her Sunday evening he asked her to marty 
him and insisted on an answer, so she said no.“ 
At the moment he drew a pistol and shot her, the 
bullet entering her left breast at the side and 
passing some distance across ber body. She felt 
the wound, but, fearing that it her assailant knew 
that he had simply wounded her he would fire 
again andjfinish his work, she dissembled and said 
“lam not hurt. Why did you shoot at me? Don’t 
shoot again.“ He answered. Well, will: you marry 
me?” I Will let you know to- mòͤrrow. she re- 
plied, and walked away from the house, fearing 
that the family might hear the noise. As they 
walked away together she repeated. Don't fire 
again; lam not hurt. Come to-morrow and see 
me.” “if you don’t give mea decided answer 
then,“ he said, “you know what will happen.“ 
In the meantime she felt herself growing weak. 
She bade him good-night and returned to her em- 
ployer’s house and went up stairs. The house is 
one of a row of first-class flats and the family oc- 
cupied the first floor, She did not think her 
wound was serious, and saidto Mr. Hecht, who 
met her as she entered, “How is the child— 
was he cross since 1 went out?” 
aud, receiylug a negative. reply, she 
said, “I will go to bead,“ and she did so. As 
she did not make her appearance yesterday morn- 
ing, Mr. Hecht went to her room thinking she 
had overslept. Finding her in bed, he asked her 
what the matter was, and she said, “I called you 
several tlines last night, but you did pot hear me. 
I was shot last night and am very sick.” Mr. Hecht 
immediately notified the police and then sent for 
the family doctor, Albert M. Friedenberg. Mr. 
Heeut told the officer that Katie was a remark- 
ably good girl; that she had been in his employ 
for seven months and had been very Kind to his 
child. He wished her to stay lu the 
house and be treated by. his pbysi- 
cian. The girl’s aunt was sent for and 
Was soon io aftendance onthe girl. The aunt 
said that Hennelly was a hard drinker, though 
when sober he was quiet and good-natured. Katie 
did not want Hennelly arrested, but she asked 
for a priest. The officer sent for Father Flood, 
who attended her. When Dr. Friedenberg ar- 
rived he probed for the bullet, and, finding the 
wound very serious, ordered her removed to the 
hospital. The surgeop in charge last night said 
that he considered her injuries very serious. It 
was impossibie to say, until further examination, 
whether or not she could recover. Lhe Hecht 
family say that Katie is about 24 years 
old, a brunette with |. thick, dark 
hair, and is decidedly handsome, 
Hennelhy had been in the habit of coming fre- 
queLily to the house aud Katie had told them 
tbat he was her brother, as she knew her mis- 
tress Was averse to her having a visitor, Detec- 
tive Cuff then started in pursuit of the assuilant, 
and after much trouble waced him to Astoria, 
wheie he was arrested. With an air of bravado 
he said he “didn’t care if he swung for it, he had 
got square with those people,“ meaning the girl’s 
relatives. The prisoner was then taken to the 
girl’s bedside and she fully identified him. Heu- 
neliy said that Katie had five brothers and that 
they had repeatedly threatened him with violence 
if he did not desist in his attentions to their sister. 
He Was unarmed when arrested, Several letters 
were found in his pocket, among them four from 
the girl,and the following two, which would seem 
to indicate that for some time his intention had 
been to kill the girl and bimself in case she per- 
sisted in her refusal. Correcting the bad spelling 
of the writer, the first letter is as follows: 

“NEW YORK, January 16, 1884. 

„ DypaR FELLOW CITIZENS—This note is to cer- 
tify how Lhave been deceived in this country by 
a false deceiver, aud a deceitful, high-toned giri, 
Katie McDonaid. We kept company with each 
other siuce Maren, 1880. March 17, 1880, we both 
left Liverpool together in the steamship spain, 
and landed the 29th of March. This was the be- 

luning. went to see her one night, 

ut she would pot speak to me 
because I didn’t come to see her the 
nigut before. Afterwards we had several we 
out. Passed each other onthe street and she 
wouldn’t speak to me. I used to see her with no 
word. I guess she got too fond ofthe dudes; I 
was not high-toned enougu when Mr. So-and 
and So-and-Soe, aud So-and-So were around; 1 
don’t mention elther of the gentiemen’s names. 
No, friends, I have pledged my word to be true to 
her, to my country, and to my religion, 1 told her 
i would die by ber side if she would deceive me. 
She knew I was goingto diefor love of her. I 
have suffered more within the last three weeks, 
and nine months of it is enough to send me one 
hundred tives crazy. She blames ber Uucle John, 
for she said he did not like me, and noneof her 
brothers and sisters hked you, Dennis Hennelly. 
I ask you, Katie, iw you are going to 
please all those and displease 22 own lover, 
Dennis Hennelly, and vourself, if you say so. 80 
iu June, 1883, us both were engaged to be married 
in the fail, so she broke through again. In Octo- 
ber last year we got to be friends once more, s0 
at last sbe put it off week jafter week, mouth after 
month, year after year, and fooled me, Dennis 
Joseph Henneliy. I was born in Cloongowia, 
Parish of Ballinrobe, County Mayo, Ireland. The 
Lord be with you, sweet Ballinrobe. Dear friends 
so as she has infatuated me I shall do the rest. 1 
have no hard feelings toward any one here up to 
the last minute. I shall marry her the last min- 
ute if she consents; but no, she won't; so it shatl 
be a warning to young men and old to be 
deprived of lle by a false lover; always make 
sure before it touches the brain. Six months’ 
courtship is enough lor any one. If not success- 
ful throw up the sponge. Adieu, dear parents, 
friends and relations. Pray for me when I am 
dead and gone. May she, Lord, have mercy on 
me and forgive me, I have lent $20 to Mr. Me- 
Adam, Filly-ninth street and First avenue, and 
to Pat McDounell,§13. 1 nope they shall bury 
me. [Sigued], J. HENNELLY.”
